Article IX 


Sec. 1. The General Assembly 


may define and classify property 
for taxation, but all su'ch defini- 
tions and classification.*' shall be 
reasonable and be based solely on 
the nature and characteristics of 
the property and not on the nature, 
characteristics, residence or busi- 
ness of the owner or the amount 
or number owned. All real estate 
shall constitute one class, except 
that lands used for forestry pur- 
poses and mineral rights in land 
may be classified separately.

anv class of property is taxed by 
valuation, such tax shall be uni- 
form as to the class. 


Sec. 2. The General Assembly 
mav levy or authorize the levy of 
such other kinds of taxes as it may 
deem necessary, which shall be 
uniform upon the same class of 
subjects within the territorial lim- 
its of the authority levying the tax, 
but shall not levy or authorize the 
levy of a graduated income tax. 


SPC. 3. 
The property of 
the 
State, counties and other municipal 
corporations, both real and per- 
sonal, and such other property, or 
part thereof, as may be owned by, 
or held in trust for. agricultural.or 
horticultural societies,

hospitals or schools, religious in- 
stitutions, cemeteries, or charitable 
institutions and used exclusively 
for one or more of such purposes, 
may be exempted from taxation;

with authority to levy and collect 
Laxes subject to the restrictions of 
sections 1 and 2 of this Article.

Explanation of Amendment 


This amendment would remove 
the constitutional provision impos- 
ing double liability on stockholders 
in Illinois chartered banks for lia- 
bilities of such banks, would elimi- 
nate any similar liability arising 
from statutes, and would prohibit 
future laws imposing any similar 
liability. 


The amendment does not impair 
rights, if any, to enforce double 
liability of stockholders existing at 
the date of the adoption of the 
amendment, provided action to'en- 
force such double liability Is com- 
menced against stockholders (a) 
as to existing liabilities payable on 
demand or for which a cause of 
action has already accrued, within 
one year from adoption of the 
amendment, and (b) as to any 
other existing liability, within one 
year from the time when the cause 
of action therefor first hereafter 
accrues or could so accrue by de- 
mand.

Death Rate Dropping . . . 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—A health study shows the 


nation's death rate dropped nearly 45 per cent during 
the first half of this century while life expectancy in- 
creased. 


"All ages have shared in the improvement in 


health," said a book published Sunday by the Brook- 
ings Institution, a private research organization. 


The 1900 death rate of 17.2 per 1,000 persons was 


compared with 9.6. per 1,000 in 1950. A decline was noted 
in diseases like pneumonia and similar respiratory mala- 
dies, but increases were recorded for disorders like can- 
cer and other malignant tumors.

One of the problems of the tour- 


nament is to collect enough points 
with a penalty double to pay for 
what is being given up.

is fall hay fever. Millions of suf- 
ferers from this annoying condition 
can tell within a day or two when 
their trouble will begin, 


The reason for this is that the 


pollens to which they are sensitive 
— usually members of the ragweed 
family— niature and enter the air 
at about the same time each year, 
depending upon the locality. 


The running or stuffed-up nose, 


itching and watering eyes, and the 
sneezing fits of the hay fever vic- 
tim make for a miserable time. 


Some people are so seriously 


affected that they cannot sleep. 
They lose weight, become irritable 
and exhausted and feel of little 
use to themselves or to anyone 
else during the four or five weeks 
of "the season." 


Many victims of hay fever have 


obtained great relief by taking in- 
jections or "shots" of pollen be- 
fore the season starts. The pur- 
pose of these injections is to re- 
duce the sensitiveness to the pol- 
len. 


Some people cannot take large 


enough doses to do much good. 
Others, for reasons which are not 
yet entirely understood, fail to re- 
spond very well. Many, however, 
obtain some relief from injections 
and a few get over their symptoms 
entirely. 


Once the season has started, 


these preventive injections are not 
of much help. Many who can get 
away try to seek areas w h e r e 
there is less pollen, but others 
have to stay where they are and 
grin and bear it. 


Air conditioned public buildings 


often bring some relief. Some peo- 
ple who can afford it feel better if 
they stay in a room with an air 
filter In the window. 
ANTIHISTAMIXES HELP 


Several drugs known as anti- 


histamines and going under vari- 
ous trade names bring consider- 
able relief to many hay fever 
sufferers. These drugs act for only 
a short time, but they do help 
many hay fever victims when their 
symptoms are intolerable. 


They are not lacking entirely in 


undesirable effects, however, and 
therefore should not be t a k e n 
without some medical supervision. 
Furthermore, some people seem to 
be helped more by one kind of 
preparation and some by another.

with mocking candor last winter, the only differ- 
ence between EGA and MSA is in the letters on 
the doors. 


Paul Hoffman, one of General Eisenhower's 


stalwarts, who ran an automobile agency before he *«ihrn«ii 
sprang into prominence and power in Washington as administrator of 
the Economic Cooperation A9dministration, is coming along fast in 
a cloud of dust just now as administrator of the mighty Ford Founda- 
tion, which has a mountain of money and indefinite international in- 
terests. Hof/man is a. law unto himself. We do not know 
Hoffman 


as well as we should know a man with that much money power. 
That is why I say.he is coming along in a cloud of dust. We find him 
bustling around in the Eisenhower show, a king-maker who was a 
reasonable facsimile of a rank New Dealer only a couple of years 
ago, and we are wearily willing to accept him as a Republican be- 
cause we don't know what a. Republican is or should be. 
-^ 


I have never met the man but 


that is not altogether my fault. At 
least I deserve "A" for effort be- 
cause I made a careful inquiry, 
assembled my facts and then went 
to his office to ask why he had 
hired Otto Frankfurter, a jail-bird 
brtoher of Felix, as a trusted em- 
ploye of EGA in a soft job in 
Paris. I missed Hoffman because 
he was in Paris himself at the 
time. They all find business in 
Paris and Rome. A subordinate 
told me that the ECA's sifting 
board had cleared Otto -Frankfur- 
ter but that the FBI had come up 
with his record later. 
By that 


time, however, he was on the job 
in the City of Light, so for no 
logical reason that I could under- 
stand, Hoffman's grand, privately 
operated squanderbund decided to 
let him stick. Nor did this quaint 
explanation justify to my satisfac- 
tion the hiring of the same Otto 
as a purchasing agent of our gov 
ernment in South America during 
the war. 


I can't pretend to understand 


why the ECA spends money on 
expensive pamphlet publications 
printed in English for circulation 
in Europe where few can read 
them. Possibly the only purpose 
is to get more and more money 
spent. 
I am thumbing through 


one at the moment which was sent 
to me from Naples by an Ameri- 
can newspaperman. 
The title is 


"The Story of Labor in ECA" and 
the cover is a drawing of two 
shadowy, and. to me, meaning- 
less, figures of men drawn in the 
standard cartoonists' version of 
the horny-handed son of toil. 


The subtitle is "Shirt-Sleeve Dip- 


lomats," and, for 11 pages of 
photographs, drawings and text, 
we are belabored with praises of 
the parasites of the union racket 
on assignment overseas who. in 
the language of the cult all over 
Europe, "Never had it so good." 


The story begins with a boast 


that when a force of Greek labor- 
ers rebuilt 500 miles of railroad 
in their own country in a measure 
of time which was fast according 
to thestalling, dilatory, American 
union 
standards, 
an 
American 


unioncer "jumped into the situa- 
tion with both feet" and compelled 
the American taxpayers to pay 
these men a bonus, and therefore 
found itself "in a snarl." 


This unioneer's argument "speed- 


ily reached the top of the ECA, 
the agency which directs Marshall 
plan aid. 
The ECA agreed with 


him and the workers were paid" 
and the American worker had to 
earn the money to pay them.' 


"Those Greek workers were not 


only pleased with the bonues," the 
pamphlet said, in English, I re- 
mind you and apparently solely 
for the vanity of the American 
parasites themselves. "They were 
elated that labor's part in the 
U. S. aid program was not just 
a front. That the result was en- 
tirely different from what the op- 
ponents of Marshall plan would 


have hked to see can be attrib- 
uted to American labor's share in 
the plan's administration. In every 
Marshall plan country, the inter- 
ests of labor are guarded and 
furthered by a shirt-sleeve dip- 
lomat, an experienced A. F. of 
L. or C. I. O. trade unionist, who 
heads the labor division of th^ 
ECA in that country. As Paul G;' 
Hoffman told an American union 
convention in June, 1950: 'If these 
people—the free people—are to be 
completely 
immunized 
against 


Communism—or any other kind 
of "ism*—they must have tangi- 
ble proof that democracy is the 
better way of life'." 


This praise of "democracy" by 


an ostensible Republican should be 
heresy but it is now familiar jar»» 
gon in Republican politics. 
But 


Ike himself seems unable to re- 
member at times that he is the 
Republican, not the Democratic, 
candidate.

BALTIMORE — (AP) — Usually 


cheery British seamen were main 
taining a bitter, stony silence to- 
day because the Baltimore health 
department has snuffed out the 
lives of 11 pet parakeets. 


The health officer* were acting 


under te,rms of a municipal law 
to protect local citizens from psit 
tacosis, or parrot fever. 


•The cholorform treatment for the 


colorful birds was hard for the of- 
ficers and crew of the Manlpur to 
take. They'd bought their pets in 
India four months ago and were 
told by American consuls the par- 
akeets would be allowed in ports 
as long as they remained aboard 
the ship. 


This, they said, proved true in 


Boston, New York, Philadelphia 
and Norfolk. But not in Baltimore. 


The local law prohibts alien par- 


rots and their cousins, the para- 
keets, from entering port here. It 
also calls for destruction of such 
stowaways and a' possible' $50 fine, 
which was not levied against the 
seamen.

built and which his wife ruled the 
last years Of her life. 


The burial hall will be closed to 


the .public for a year while em- 
balmers seek to give :the body 
"corporal permanence." Ultimate-' 
ly it will be placed on .view in a 
huge monument to be built fdr her 
in the center of Buenos Aires. 


Mrs. Peron's body was carried 


from the National Congress build- 
ing to the CGT hall Sunday along 
a 27-block route packed,with hun- 
dreds of .thousands of mourning 
Argentines. A 21-gun salute sound- 
ed as she was laid to rest while the 
mourners, jammed into all nearby 
streets, stood motionless. 


Peron, dressed in a general's 


uniform, walked with the nation's 
great behind a high gun carriage 
bearing h'is wife's coffin.
